Hat He was much diflatisted with the Armies proceedings, 
in Impriſoning divers Members of Parliament, in the year, 
1640. | 
That he went down 1{oon after to his own houſe, 80 miles 
diſtant from London, and came not up again until! he was ſummoned 
ſeveral times, under pain of Sequeſtration and Expuliion, and did 
nct come up untill the day before that horrid ſentence was given a- 
Fainſt the King, and then knew not what it was that he 1yas command- 
ed to come up for. 

That he was none of the Contrivers, or Law-maxcrs, for ſetting up 
that Unwarrantable Courr, for Tryal of the King, but was abſent all 
the while. 

That he never knew hinlelf to be one of that Court, untill hi, 
name was called, at which he was ampzed. 

T hat he was trapan'd by Crozzw.!! and Jretox to come out of the 
Houfe, and then forced by: them into the Court, and when the 
King dQefired to be heard by his Lords and Commons in the Pain- 
ted-Chamber, He, with ſome others delired he might be heard, 
which cauſed the Court to withdraw into the Court of Ward<: then 
Cromwel rebuked thote thar were the occati>n of it with inany reproa- 
ches, which made all men filent, ſeeing it was to no purpoleto ſpeak, 
whereupon he returned no more into the Court, but ttiyed behind i; 
the Croud. = 

That he ſ1gned not the warrant for Exccution.nor any Writing tend- 
ing thereunto until atter that horrid fact was committed, but ſome tin 
after was forced by Cromwel to fign a writing with others (not knowin: 
whar was contained jn 1t) faying we ſhould not {lip ont to. and frun; 
that time to his death, he looked upon him with an cvil eye. 

That he never bought any of the Kings Lands or Code, only a final! 
Fee-Farm rent that he paid out of his own Lan. : 

That he was put out of all Authority by cron 
Kings Friends. in helping them to their juſt duct, and being 
to them. L- 

Thar he was a great Sutterer under Cromro for oppoting his Tyranny, 

That he nearly eſcaped Decimation,f..r offering himiclfro be boy! 
for ſome of his Countrymen, that were Decimated. 

That he would not ſuffer any of the Kings Friends ro be Tmorfomngd 
or their houſes ſearched, in the year 1559). when he was in power. 

That he never took the Oath of Abjurartion agaiirlt his now Saiclty 
but alwares oppoſed ir tn his Station, and glad he was 2t the rettauration 
of his Majeſty.
